Minimum  Prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  paid  by  handlers  regulated  under  60  comparable  Federal  milk 
order  markets  for  3.5  percent  milk  in  March  1971  was  $6.93  per  hundredweight,  21  cents  higher  than  the  $6.72 
per  hundredweight  price  in  March  1970.  (See  table  2.)  Class  I  prices  announced  for  April  1971  with  comparisons 
with  April  1970  are  shown  on  table  1. 

Producers  in  the  60  markets  received  a  weighted  average  blend  price  of  $6.06  per  hundredweight  for  3.5  percent 
milk  in  March  1971,  26  cents  higher  than  the  $5.8G  price  received  by  producers  in  March  1970.  Class  prices, 
blend  prices,  and  associated  butterfat  differentials,  by  markets,  are  reported  on  table  2. 

The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  for  the  January-March  1971  period  for  the  60  markets  was  $6.92,  19  cents 
higher  than  the  $6.73  price  for  the  same  period  in  1970.  The  weighted  average  blend  price  for  January-March  1971 
was  $6.10,  19  cents  higher  than  the  blend  price  of  $5.91  reported  for  the  same  period  in  1970.  (See  table  3.) 

Producer  Deliveries.  A  total  of  141,509  producers  delivered  5.9  billion  pounds  of  milk  to  handlers  in  the  60  markets 
during  March  1971.  The  volume  is  4.4  percent  above  producer  deliveries  in  March  1970.  Average  daily  delivery 
per  producer  increased  from  1,268  pounds  in  March  1970,  to  1,336  pounds  in  March  of  this  year.  Producer  number, 
producer  deliveries,  average  butterfat  percentages,  and  average  daily  delivery  per  producer  for  individual  markets 
are  shown  on  table  4. 


Producer  deliveries  during  the  first  three  months  of  1971  totaled  16.5  billion  pounds  in  60  markets,  4.4  percent 
above  producer  deliveries  made  during  the  same  period  in  1970.  (See  table  6.) 

Producer  Deliveries  Used  in  Class  I.  The  volume  of  producer  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  in  60  markets  increased 
3.4  percent  from  last  year,  to  a  total  of  3.5  billion  pounds  for  March  1971.  (See  table  5.) 

The  volume  of  producer  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  during  the  first  three  months  of  1971  in  60  markets,  totaled  10.1 
billion  pounds,  0.1  percent  above  such  Class  I  use  during  the  same  period  in  1970.  (See  table  6.) 

Percentage  of  Producer  Deliveries  Used  in  Class  I.  The  average  Class  I  utilization  percentage  for  60  markets  for 

March  1971  was  60  percent,  one  percent  below  that  in  March  1970.  (See  Table  5.)  The  average  utilization  percentage 
in  60  markets  for  the  first  three  months  of  1971  was  61  percent,  compared  to  64  percent  for  the  first  three  months 
of  1970.  (See  table  6.) 

Producer  Deliveries  Used  in  Other  Than  Class  I.  The  volume  of  producer  deliveries  used  in  other  than  Class  I 

products  in  the  60  markets  totaled  2.3  billion  pounds  in  March  1971,  40  percent  of  producer  deliveries.  Table  9 

shows  for  58  markets  where  data  were  available,  the  percentage  of  whole  milk  equivalent  used  in  manufactured  products 
during  the  first  month  of  1971. 
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Filled  and  Imitation  Milk  Sales.  Survey  data  of  filled  and  imitation  milk  sales  in  Federal  order  markets  are  presented 
on  table  12. 


Fluid  Milk  Product  Sales.  Total  in-area  sales  for  March  1971  are  estimated  to  be  about  2.9  billion  pounds,  4.8  percent 
above  such  sales  in  March  of  last  year. 

Total  fluid  in-area  sales  for  February  1971  were  1.3  percent  above  sales  for  February  1970.  This  increase  was  the 
result  of  increases  of  10.3  percent,  and  4.9  percent  in  skim  and  lowfat  milk  items  and  cream  items,  respectively,  which 
more  than  offset  decreases  in  sales  of  whole  milk  items  and  mixtures  of  1.0  percent,  and  6.3  percent,  respectively. 

Total  fluid  sales  for  February  1971,  adjusted  to  eliminate  variations  in  data  due  to  differences  in  calendar  composition, 
would  still  show  a  1.3  percent  increase  in  sales  over  February  1970.  Complete  February  in-area  sales  for  total  fluid 
items,  and  the  four  major  product  groupings  (whole  milk,  skim  milk  items,  mixtures,  and  cream)  are  reported  on  table  7. 

For  January  and  February  1971,  total  in-area  sales  of  fluid  milk  items  in  Federal  milk  order  markets  where  comparable 
data  were  available,  were  1.0  percent  below  total  fluid  sales  for  January  and  February  1970.  (Such  sales  adjusted  to 
eliminate  variations  due  to  calendar  composition  show  an  increase  of  0.7  percent.)  Sales  were  down  for  most  skim  milk 
items.  Sales  of  plain  lowfat  (2%)  milk  and  lowfat  (2%)  milk  with  solids  added,  however,  increased  28.3  percent,  and 
5.6  percent,  respectively,  over  the  previous  year.  Sales  of  all  other  fluid  milk  items,  with  the  exception  of  flavored 
whole  milk  and  sour  cream,  were  down  from  the  previous  year.  Sales  of  whole  milk  items  were  down  3.0  percent  and  sales 
of  mixtures  were  down  8.3  percent.  Daily  average  sales  of  individual  fluid  milk  products  are  shown  on  table  8.
